CANADIAN AFFAIRS. 

At prosont, whou tlio immigration re- 
turns show aucb n disproportionate, difference 
in Iho number of porsons entering tbe United 
Statos nnii the number entering the Nortl 
American provinces, it in not uninteresting 
to examine the statisticul tables furnished In 
aomo of tbo Canadian papers in reference, to 
the increase of the respective populations 
during the last decade. It appears that the 
population ol the United States in 1 850 was 
23,191,876, nnd in 18G0 31,443,322, allowing 
an increase of 35.58 per cent. From 1862 
till 18G1 — a year abort of tbo United States 
terra— thy population of Upper Canada bad 
incroased from 952,00-1 to 1,396,001, giving 
the rate of 4G.03 per cent, in nine yoars, or, 
as is Btated, 53 01 pe. cent, tor tbo ton years. 
Tbo population of Lower Canada bad in- 
creased during the nino years bom 890,261 
to 1,110, CU t, allowing- tin increase during ten 
years of 27.88 per cent. The tables would, 
therefore indicnto that Upper Canada bail 
beaten tbe United States by 53 to 35, and 
the United Statea had boaton Loivor Canada 
by 35 to 27. Tbo increase of both tbe Cnna- 
daa collectively was -10.87 per cent., showing 
a gain over Iho neighboring Statcn ol 5 per 
cent, in tho ton years. This is a result that 
is ccntainly astonishing, and considering how 
much greator in proportion to the respective 
populations has been tho influx of immigrants 
to tho United States, must bo put down to 
internal rather than asternal causes. Iu tbu 
first place the number ol births is greater in 
proportion in Canada than in tho Slates, nnd 
in the Becond longevity seoms to bo more ap- 
preciated and moro general in the British 
province. With all Iho drawbacks Canada 
is laboring under with regard to immigration, 
it is therefore evident that her native 
population is more productive than that of 
the Republic. WhcQ wo couple with this 
the laot that the mortally of tho inhabitants 
is at a much lower figure than the mortality 
of the people of the United States— that tho 
process of decay goes on with much greater 
rapidity iu the laster-living republic- 
some consolation is afforded in view of 
tho immigration loss, and ft substantial 
■ t»t-orT is presented against tho States' monop 
oly ol tbei emigrants from tho Unilod King 
doni. 

In our Saturday's issue we, alluded tu ° 
statement in tlio London Morning Post thai 
Canada, by tho arrangements ontered into 
by the colonial delegates and the Imperial 
authorities, was to acquiro full control over 
the great Northwest. On what terms tho 
Hudson Bay Company's olaims wero to be 
settled was not hinted at, but we see a good 
deal ol dissatisfaction evinced in the 
matter by a portion of the Canadian 
press. It appears that Mr. Cardwoll 
is, no more thsti his predecessors, free from a 
certain amount of Hudson's Bay Company 
influence. Tho " vested interosta" always put 
forward by the Company, and always repu 
diatod by Canada, have been recognised by 
Her Majesty's Government, but what amount 
Canada will be asked to quiet tho Company's 
claims to tho vast territory at present in their 
possession, is not stated. Whatever decision 
may bo ultimately arrived at, we feel certain 
tho Canadian people will vote but little for 
the settlement of any such claim. Thai tho 
country betweem Canada and tho Rocky 
Mountains should Beom in the eyes of the 
coloniBts very desirable to possess, we cannot 
doubt, but that Canada should be called to 
pay the enormous sum demanded by tho 
Company we can ecarcoly believe. Th 
Toronto Globe, which on this subject speak 
tho languago of the dolegates, who are 
roundly abused by the opposition prc-sn 
for their waut of firmness, in not re. 
aisting tho claims, ends an nrticlo on the 
subject as follows :— " The unfortunate de- 
termination of tho authorities in England to 
maintain the validity ol the Hudson's Buy 
claim, in no wnjf allecls our anxiety for the 
opening up of the North-west territory. We 
still deem it as much nsover a question ol the 
most vital importance. In no small degree 
Iho future greatness and prosperity of Briti.-h 
North America depend upon the oponlng up 
of the North-west. Confederation would 
lose half its value if it wero not to include at 
an early dato the annexation ol the North- 
west. The vested rights of the company bn- 
ing recognised, it becomes a practical ques- 
tion for us, what arc tho best terms upon 
which the Hudson's Hay territory can be ob- 
tained 1 Tbe delegates to lingland will pro- 
bably be able to give more information on 
that point to Parliament than has hitherto 
been afforded.'' After nil, however, it would 
appear that although Mr. Cardwoll bcliovcd 
in tho "vested interests," it was tho dele- 
gales' proposition to takeover the North-west 
territory and negotiate with the Company lor 
the " termination of their rights." « On tho 
fourth point — the subjcot ol the North-west 
territory " — says the despatch of tho Secre- 
tary (or theJOoloiiies to (iovernor Rlonck, 
" tho Canadian Ministers desired that that 
territory should bo made over to Canada, 
and undertook to uegotinto with tho Hud- 
son Bay Compcny for tho termination of 
their rights, on condition that the Indemnity, 
if any, should be paid by a loan to bo raised 
by Canada under the Imperial guarantee. 
With the sanction of tbo Cabinet wo nssontod 
to tbeno proposals, undertaking that if the 
negotiation should ba successful wo, on tho 
part of the Crown, being satisfied that the 
amouDt of the indemnity was reasonable, nnd 
the sosurity auflioiont, would apply to the 
Imperial Parliament to sanotion tho ar- 
rangement and to guarantee the amount,"

The full was about 
26 feet, and the chances ol surviving the in- 
juries wero slight indeed, A messenger waa 
dispatched to the cily, and in Iobs tbuti three 
hours after tbo time ol the accident Dr. Black 
waa on the spot, but only in limo to witness 
the last flicker of the vital spark. The poor 
little fellow was insensible Irom the time of 
tho fall. The corpse was translerred to the 
steamer Hope, w bich was alongside, having 
arrived with an excursion party on board, 
and was brought home yesterday, accom- 
panied by weeping parsuts and sympathising 
friends. Tbe flags id ihe city were at bull 
mast yesteiduy out ot sympathy for the 
trionds. We feel it duo to Captuin Sayward, 
of the Aquilla.'to mention his untiring ex- 
ertions to render every service in his power 
under tho distressing circumstances.
